Expansion 


An addition to the Andover cen- 
tral office, more than three miles 
of cable and a newcable protection 
system are among the projects 
planned for 1970 to provide the 
best possible telephone service for 
customers in Andover. 

Local New.England Telephone 
manager Charles Papalia said, 
‘‘the company plans to spend 
$272,000 on the new building 
and equipment for local telephone 
growth, 

**The equipment will provide for 
a faster speed of dial tone and will 
also provide more facilities for 
peak busy periods. 

‘In addition about $83,000 will 
be spent to install telephone cable 
along Elm Street, Lowell Street 
and High Street. 

“This provides more calling 
facilities for population growth in 
the area.’’ Papalia said. 

To protect this new cable as 
well as the large body of cable 
already present in the Andover 
area the company is installing a 
cable pipe pressure system. 

“This system, which will cost 
the company about $21,000, will 
keep moisture out of the under- 
ground and aerial cable by main- 
taining air pressure within the 
pipes to prevent the entrance of 
water,” Papalia said. 

One of the new services which 
New England Telephone will pro- 
vide in1970 for Andover customers 
is Extended Local Service between 
Andover and North Reading. 

Papalia said, ‘‘This means 
the expansion of Andover’ present 
free calling area to include North 
Reading. In addition more facil- 
ities will be made available for 
long distance calling. 

Papalia said that more than 
seven miles of telephone cable 
and more than a mile of conduit 
were installed last year along 
Essex, Shawsheen and South Main 
Streets. Conduit is the tubing 
in which underground cable is 
placed. 

Also in 1969 about $228,000 was 
spent on central office equipment 
to expand calling facilities for 
residential and industrial growth 
in the area.

We Wonder 


February is a good month to reflect a bit on patriotism, 
service to our country, or call it what you will. 

In the grey days of winter, one tends to forget about all 
this, yet in February tribute is paid to two men who made 
our nation great during its formative and troubled years of 
infancy. 


We speak, of course of George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln, whose birth dates are honored this month. 

First, let’s talk about Washington, the Father of Our 
Country. 

He has been reportedly recorded as being born on Feb. 
22, yet the country has seen fit to change his birth date 
to conform to convenience, thus he will be honored, 
henceforth on the third Monday of February, his birth re- 
cord not withstanding. 

As the first President of these United States, Washing- 
ton now becomes as flexible as modern day convenience 
and need demands. 

For those that observe it as a holiday, Monday will 
provide for a long weekend, rather than respect for the 
man. 

As for Lincoln, whose birthday is commemorated today, 
one might wonder about the ideals for which he worked. 

His assassination, as has been the case with all U. S. 
Presidents who have been killed in office, remains a 
matter of constemation. 

But Lincoln had ideals, was willing to sacrifice, stand 
up and strive to make a nation free — a place where men 
could live without prejudice and without regard to race, 
creed or color. 

Yet, today, enshrined in the nation’s capital, his statue 
looks out over a city, unsafe for people to walk the 
streets, a nation riddled with tactical. strife and a country 
beset by international and domestic problems. 

We wonder if either of these men would aspire to such 
high office today, in view of what a growing nation has 
done to the ideals and goals they set forth.

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To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing to protest the 
rationale in the letter of Suzanne 
Coates published in the February 
Sth TOWNSMAN, which seeks to 
tie the lack of a complete imple- 
mentation in the 70-71 school bud- 
get of a Foreign Language Elemen- 
tary School Program recommend- 
ed by her committee to*he salaries 
of coaches of sports programs in 
the Andover High School. It is 
hard to see the connection. 

If the Foreign Language Pro- 

gram for Elementary Schools is a 
good one, it can surely be defended 
on its own merits. If high school 
coaches are overpaid, this should 
be easy to substantiate on its own 
merits. It is unfortunate when a 
program (particularly a goodone) 
is principally defended by the ex- 
pedient of criticizing another pro- 
gram. 
Some facts and figures might 
be more to the point. Andover 
has had instruction of foreign lan- 
guage in elementary schools for 
many years. What has Andover’s 
experience been with this program 
in the past? How much will the 
new program cost? How much 
money is already channeled into 
foreign language study? How much 
are the coaches in Andover High 
School paid and how does this 
compare to the coaching salaries 
paid in communities similar to 
Andover? If there is a poten- 
tial savings from ‘overpaid 
coaches’’, why should the money 
be spent on foreign languages as 
opposed to some other need? Some 
educators are concerned that ele- 
mentary education is already too 
diluted with introductionto science 
courses, sex courses, language 
programs and that as a result 
many students complete their 6th 
grade without a good background 
in the ‘‘three R’s”. Should 
elementary schools concentrate 
more heavily onbasics? How many 
high school students participate in 
the sports program? How many 
high school students participate 
in language clubs? 

I am not opposed to the elemen- 
tary language program nor am I 
in favor of overpaying coaches. 
I do find it difficult to believe that 
the school administration sat down 
one fine day and decided to short 
change the children of Andover and 
overpay coaches instead. If the 
administration is recommending 
a pilot program for the elemen- 
tary language program, they pro- 
bably feel this is the wisest course 
at the present time. They have 
not been reluctant in the past to 
ask for money when they felt it 
was justified. 


Mrs. Coates then asked “Do 
sports belong in a school budget 
at all?’ There is a real anti- 
pathy on the part of many academic 
teachers toward sports and one 
solution would be to eliminate 
sports. 

Another solution would be for 
academic teachers and the Physi- 
cal Education Department to 


realize they are not natural 
enemies but rather are partners 
in this task of ‘‘imparting know- 
ledge.’? Properly used, sports 
can be a tremendously effective 
motivational factor for better per- 
formance in academics. I have 
a child who is a testimonial to 
this and I shall always be grate- 
ful to the Athletic Department of 
Andover High School for their 
help. This help was not confined 
to coaching, but included a great 
deal of counseling, discipline and 
motivational assistance. 

Because I am aware of how im- 
portant Physical Education and a 
sports program _ can be to 
academics, it bothers me when an 
academic teacher says in effect 
‘<Shame on you. You’re for ath- 
letics.”’ 

The sports program can be a 
help in academics, but it is also 
important on its own merit. The 
approach Mrs. Coates is advocat- 
ing brought us a few years back 
to a point when the lack of physi- 
cal fitness of our young people 
reached such a low that the Presi- 
dent of the U. S. found it neces- 
sary to establish a Commissionon 
Physical Fitness to motivate 
schools of America to do some- 
thing to reverse this situation. 

The time has come when the 
Department of Physical Education 
and the sports program of the 
schools should be accepted for what 
they are -- equal and contribut- 
ing partners in the learning pro- 
cess of the public school system. 
We can then remove the stigma of 
second-class citizenship that some 
academic teachers have bestowed 
on the coaches of sports programs 
and the Physical Education De- 
partment in general.

W arriors Topple Methuen, 84-53

The Andover High basketball 
team kept rolling along with an 
84-53 romp over Little Three rival 
Methuen this past week, but the 
Golden Warriors’ hockey club had 
to settle for a 4-4 tie with Mas- 
conomet on a last-minute goal by 
the Chieftains. 

Both teams, who are quickly 
closing in on qualification for both 
the Tech Basketball Tournament 
and State Hockey Tournament, also 
enjoyed a rare open date during 
the week. 

The deadlock in the hockey clash 
left Coach Charlie Vars’ sextet 
in third place in the Merrimack 
Valley Schoolboy Hockey League 
with a record of 7-2-4.

However, with five games re- 
maining on their schedule, the 
Golden Warriors’ icemen must 
win or tie three of the five to 
qualify for a berth in the post- 
season State Hockey Tourney.

On Drugs 
Under Study 


Edward Hogan, director of the 
Lawrence General Hospital Re- 
habilitation Center, has announced 
that the center is investigating 
the possibility of providing drug 
education and treatment for addicts 
in the Merrimack Vallev. 

Mr. Hogan said that ‘‘the tre- 
mendous increase in drug abuse 
throughout the country is a fact 
we cannot dispute. However, there 
is great controversy about the 
most appropriate way to attack this 
problem and unfortunately limited 
government and state funds are 
available at the present time.’’ Mr. 
Hogan further stated that the Cen- 
ter recently entered into an ar-

and is currently offering after- 
care services to federally reha- 
bilitated addicts from the local 
area.
